U.S.  Rep.  Ted  Deutch:  A  new  Democratic 
House  majority  will  continue  our  historic 
support  for  Israel 


From  its  headline  to  its  conclusions,  this  week’s  New  York  Times 

article  claiming  that  a  “New  Wave  of  Democrats”  is  testing  the  party’s  support 

for  Israel  gets  it  wrong  and  misses  the  real  story  in  this  House  election  season. 

If  the  Democrats  recapture  the  House  majority,  it  will  be  because  of  the 
overwhelming  majority  of  candidates  -  the  real  “new  wave”  -  who  will  continue 
our  party’s  strong  support  for  America’s  relationship  with  the  lone  democracy  in 
the  Middle  East. 

Many  Democratic  Members  of  Congress,  myself  included,  are  helping  to 
educate  our  potential  colleagues,  especially  those  without  previous  foreign 
policy  experience,  about  the  deep  bond  between  the  United  States  and  Israel  - 
from  shared  security  concerns  to  the  vibrant  democracies  in  both  countries  that 
welcome  voices  from  across  the  political  spectrum.  Democrats  in  Congress  and 


on  the  campaign  trail  who  have  long  fought  for  social  justice  understand  that 
there  are  a  multitude  of  voices  in  Israeli  politics  that  echo  their  own.  They  know 
that  a  two-state  solution  is  the  goal,  but  a  Hamas-run  Gaza  and  Palestinian 
payments  to  terrorists  make  that  goal  unreachable  today.  And  they  understand 
that  the  Boycott,  Divestment,  and  Sanctions  (“BDS”)  movement  that  questions 
Israel’s  very  right  to  exist  unfairly  treats  Israel  differently  than  every  other 
country  in  the  world;  moreover,  BDS  undermines  the  prospect  for  a  two-state 
solution  and  the  Israeli,  Palestinian,  and  American  advocates  working  toward  it. 

Democrats  have  been  helping  to  lead  the  fight  against  anti-Semitism  and  BDS, 
and  strengthening  our  security  relationship  with  Israel.  Remember  it  was  the 
Obama  Administration  that  negotiated  an  unprecedented  level  of  assistance  to 
Israel  in  the  current  10-year  Memorandum  of  Understanding.  The  Times  article 
ignores  that  core  of  support  and  makes  an  unreasonable  and  unfair 
assumption:  that  Democrats  cannot  call  on  Israel  to  live  up  to  its  democratic 
values  while  continuing  our  close  relationship  with  the  country  and  our  strong 
support  for  Israel's  security  in  an  otherwise  undemocratic  and  dangerous 
region.  And  Democrats  understand  that  just  as  their  appreciation  of  and  support 
for  our  great  country  does  not  waiver  when  they  disagree  with  this 
Administration’s  policies,  so  too  does  Democratic  support  for  Israel  remain 
strong  despite  occasional  disagreements  with  Israeli  officials  over  policy 
decisions  they  may  honestly  question. 

Those  who  seek  to  politicize  the  U.S. -Israel  relationship  can  generate  news 
stories  about  a  handful  of  individual  Democratic  politicians.  Voters  should  be 
confident  that  support  for  Israel  will  continue  to  be  a  staple  of  the  Democratic 
party  -  just  as  it  has  been  since  President  Harry  Truman  first  recognized  the 
State  of  Israel  70  years  ago.

Ted  Cruz  forgot  to  tell  you  he  ALSO  voted  against  Iron  Dome. 

Senator  Ted  Cruz  (TX)  has  tried  to  make  an  issue  of  Beto  O'Rourke's  single 
vote  against  Iron  Dome  during  his  first  term,  ignoring  O'Rourke's  subsequent 
trip  to  Israel,  apology  and  perfect  voting  record  since.  Now  the  Dallas  Morning 
News  has  revealed  that  Cruz  also  voted  against  Iron  Dome,  betraying  his 
claims  of  supporting  Israel: 

•  In  June  2013,  the  House  voted  315-108  for  a  defense  spending  bill  that 
included  over  $235  million  for  Iron  Dome.  O’Rourke  supported  that  bill. 

•  But  when  the  Senate  took  up  the  measure,  Cruz  voted  against  it.  That  bill 
sailed  through  the  Senate  on  an  84-15  vote  in  December  2013,  which 
Cruz  voted  against. 

•  In  2013,  Cruz  supported  Sen.  Rand  Paul’s  budget  resolution,  which  would 
have  slashed  defense  funding,  including  aid  to  Iron  Dome. 

•  During  the  2016  presidential  campaign,  Sen.  Marco  Rubio  attacked  Cruz 
over  that  stance.

GOP  has  more  than  six  White  Supremacists  Running  For  Congress  and 
other  offices,  Several  want  to  come  back  or  move  up. 

In  addition  to  Mike  Marris,  there  have  been  over  ten  Neo-Nazis  and  White 
Supremacists  ran  for  for  office  with  the  GOP  -  Here  are  a  couple  of  ones  who 
made  it  to  the  general  election,  several  of  which  could  win  or  be  re-elected. 

Congressman  Steve  King  has  repeated  retweeted  White  Supremacist  videos 
and  memes.  In  a  recent  interview  with  an  Austrian  neo-nazi  paper,  he  claimed 

immigration  and  births  were  undermining  western  civilization  and  that  members 
of  the  Austrian  Neo-Nazi  Party  "would  be  Republicans  if  they  were  in  the  US'. 

He  also  made  news  by  endorsing  a  far-right  Neo-Nazi  for  mayor  of  Toronto  - 
Faith  Goldie. 


Congressman  Dana  Rohrbacher  -  Here  in  California,  Dana  Rohrbacher  has 
connections  to  Holocaust  Denier  Chuck  Johnson,  raised  money  from  him  and 
met  with  him  in  his  office.  He  also  has  repeatedly  supported  Russian  and 
"Islamist"  interests,  including  collecting  contributions  from  anti-Israel  activists 
with  terrorist  connections,  supporting  Hamas  and  criticizing  U.S.  support  for 
Israel. 

Congressman  Matt  Gaetz  This  guy  actually  invited  Chuck  Johnson  to  be  his 
guest  at  the  State  of  the  Union  speech. 

Ron  DeSantis  (Florida  Gov).  Ron  DeSantis,  Trump's  endorsee  for  governor 
has  attended  several  conferences  for  far-right  organizations  where  white 
supremacists  and  neo-nazis  have  spoken.  He  has  not  shied  away  from  using 
racist-trigger  words  in  his  campaign. 

Denver  Riggleman  (VA)  Denver  Riggleman,  running  for  Congress  in  the 
district  that  includes  Charlottesville,  has  connections  to  numerous 
protestors.  This  race  is  a  dilemma  because  his  opponent,  Leslie  Cockburn,  has 
authored  numerous  articles  criticizing  Israel,  but  has  since  come  out  supporting 
a  two  state  solution. 

Seth  Grossman  (NJ)  -  it  always  saddens  us  when  someone  Jewish  decides  to 
embrace  racism.  After  all,  it  was  not  too  long  ago  that  Jews  could  not  buy 
homes  in  certain  neighborhoods,  but  Grossman  published  comments  that 
"  Africans  “wish  their  ancestors  had  been  taken  to  America  as  slaves." 

Corey  Stewart  (VA  Senate)  -  Trump's  former  Virginia  Chair,  has  come  out  in 
support  of  the  Charlottesville  protestors  and  is  still  endorsed  by  Trump.  He  is 
running  against  Senator  Tim  Kaine. 

Arthur  Jones  (IL)  -  Jones  was  literally  a  member  of  the  Nazi  Party  in  Illinois 
before  re-registering  as  a  Republican  to  run  against  Dan  Lipinski  and  winning 
the  GOP  nomination.  The  Holocaust  denier  is  considered  a  long  shot. 

John  Fitzgerald  (CA)  -  Fitzgerald  had  GOP  support  during  the  primary  and 
made  the  runoff,  then  comments  that  people  should  support  White  Supremacy 
and  Holocaust  denial  statements  came  out. 


Several  State  House  Candidates  in  Kentucky  and  North  Carolina  also  have 


White  Nationalist  ties.

CDP  Platform  Thank  you  to  everyone  who  showed  up  to  testify  or  support 
efforts  on  the  platform.  Extensive  negotiations  and  moving  testimony  from 
UCLA  student  Victoria  Solkovitz  (who  shared  her  experiences  with  Anti- 
Semitism  on  campuses)  helped  us  pass  a  platform  plank  that  was,  in  many 
ways  one  of  the  most  Pro-Israel  platforms  in  10  years  (while  recognizing  the 
need  for  equality  and  security  for  both  Israelis  and  Palestinians  in  their  own 
viable  state  through  negotiations  of  the  parties).  The  Platform  reiterated  the 
California  Democratic  Party's  support  for  Israel  as  a  democratic,  Jewish  state, 
acknowledged  that  Jerusalem  is  the  capital  of  Israel  and  committed  to  stop  the 
teaching  of  and  use  of  Anti-Semitism.  The  platform  also  reiterated  the  need  to 
stand  against  violations  of  democratic  principles,  human  rights,  civil  rights  and 
liberties  throughout  the  world.  The  language  is  here: 


Dems  for  Israel,  California  Jewish  Legislative  Caucus,  California  Latino 


Legislative  Caucus  and  AIPAC  Bagel  Brunch  -  Over  150  delegates  and  elected 
officials  attended  the  joint  event.  Assemblyman  Marc  Levine  and  Senator  Ben 
Hueso  spoke  and  Democrats  for  Israel  announced  the  initiative  to  start  a  new 
Democrats  for  Israel  San  Diego  chapter  under  the  leadership  of  Sheri  Sachs. 


Building  Constructive  Peace  Through  Engagement  Panel  More  than  75 
delegates  showed  up  to  hear  from  39th  Congressional  District  Candidate  Sam 
Jamaal,  DNC  Member  Melahat  Rafei,  Dr.  Michael  Harris,  UCLA  Student  Arielle 
Mokhtarzadeh  and  Noa  Gluskinos  who  spoke  about  the  importance  of  dialogue, 
the  lack  of  safe  spaces  for  discussion  and  the  need  for  engagement  with  the 
Israeli  left  and  Progressives  in  Israel  to  promote  peace  as  an  alternative  to  the 
Boycott  Divestment  and  Sanctions  Movement.

Democrats  for  Israel:  Why  the  events  of  the  last  couple  of  weeks  must 

spur  us  to  action  not  despair 

The  events  of  the  last  two  weeks  have  been  rough  for  the  Jewish  community 
and  our  values 

•  In  Florida,  a  right-wing  conspiracy  sycophant  took  his  embrace  of  Trump 
rhetoric  and  conspiracy  theories  as  an  inspiration  to  send  mail  bombs  to 
two  former  Presidents,  one  former  Vice  President,  several  high 

profile  Democratic  leaders  and  several  media  outlets  and  Progressive 
activists. 

•  In  Pittsburgh,  a  right-wing  Neo-Nazi  sympathizer  killed  11  Jews  attending 
a  baby-naming  ceremony  at  the  Tree  of  Life  Synagogue.  Before  his 
attacks,  he  posted  conspiracy  theories  blaming  Jews  for  immigration 
policies  supporting  refugees. 

•  Vandals  defaced  synagogues  in  Irvine.  Fresno  and  Brooklyn,  scrawling 
threats  of  death  and  bodily  harm  and  death  messages  to  Jews  and  in  one 
case,  removing  the  "Israel"  part  of  the  front  sign  of  Temple  Beth  Israel. 

•  In  Kentucky,  a  man  tried  to  enter  an  African-American  church  with  a  gun 
and  when  he  was  refused  he  went  to  a  local  shopping  center  and  shot 
two  elderly  African-Americans.  When  confronted  with  armed  force,  he 
responded  that  "Whites  don't  shoot  Whites."  The  local  District  Attorney 


has  refused  to  take  further  steps  to  seek  hate  enhancements  even  as  the 
FBI  investigates  hate  motives  on  the  federal  level. 

•  One  week  before  the  violence,  Iowa  Congressman  Steve  King  gave  an 
interview  to  the  Austrian  White  Nationalist  paper  Unzensuriert.  where  he 
claimed  that  minority  births  and  immigration  were  undermining  western 
civilization. 

We  can  respond  to  these  deplorable  acts  of  hate  two  ways:  We  can  fall  to 
distractions  or  be  resolute  to  take  action  to  make  our  world  better  and  stop  the 
hate. 

On  the  extreme  right  and  the  extreme  left,  there  have  been  distractions.  Rather 
than  repudiating  his  own  inflammatory  rhetoric,  President  Trump  suggested  that 
giving  everyone  guns  would  stop  violence  and  hate.  Right-wing  Israeli-leaders 
suggested  that  we  should  suspend  constitutional  rights  and  privacy  protections 
in  response. 

On  the  far  left,  groups  sought  to  falsely  create  equivalency  with  Israel.  Howard 
University  Professor  Aber  Kayed,  denied  the  attack  was  a  hate  crime  and 
claimed  the  "Zionist  lobby"  of  trying  to  distort  it.  British  House  of  Lords  member 
Jenny  Tonge  even  went  so  far  as  to  claim  that  the  Jewish  community  brought 
this  on  themselves  for  supporting  Israel.  Other  organizations  that  focus  on 
criticizing  Israel  felt  the  need  to  include  in  their  statements  condemning  the 
shooting  a  comments  bashing  the  Israeli  government  for  expressing  support 
and  for  Israel  policies  that  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  events  in  Pittsburgh. 
Hamas  also  issued  a  statement  trying  to  create  equivalency.  Even  if  you  are  not 
a  supporter  of  the  current  Israeli  governing  coalition,  this  attack  had  nothing  to 
do  with  Israel  at  all. 

These  acts  were  based  on  racial,  religious  and  ethnic  hatred  encouraged  by 
inflammatory,  extremist  rhetoric  and  defense  of  those  purveying  hate,  in  case 
from  the  right.  Whether  from  the  right  or  the  left,  if  you  defend  the  agenda  of 
extremists,  it  creates  a  zone  of  safety  for  them  to  operate  in  and  expand  from. 
But  if  we  stand  together  we  can  stop  it. 

Only  a  unified  voice  will  bring  light  to  banish  this  darkness  to  the  shadows.  By 
falling  for  such  distractions,  we  would  only  further  fall  into  a  cycle  of  hate  and 
violence. 

Democrats  for  Israel  believes  the  best  way  to  combat  hate  is  to  commit  to 
action  to  stand  up  against  hate:

•  Don't  be  afraid  to  stand  up  to  hate  speech.

Today  we  celebrate  the  70th  Independence  Day  of  the  State  of 
Israel.  I  would  also  like  to  recognize  the  Israeli  American  Council  and  thank  them  for  bringing 
this  wonderful  festival  back  to  the  Cheviot  Hills  Recreation  Center  for  the  7th  year  and  I  am 
honored  to  join  you  here  once  again  as  this  celebration  is  extremely  meaningful  to  me. 

My  late  father  was  a  Jewish  refugee  who  was  fortunate  to  escape  Nazi  Germany  in  1939  and 
come  to  America.  Much  of  his  family  that  were  left  behind  in  Germany  were  lost  in  the 
Holocaust.  As  a  Survivor  in  America,  he  married  my  mother  but,  still,  he  struggled  at  times  to 
find  success,  but  he  always  worked  hard  to  provide  for  his  family. 

As  an  American  Jew,  he  was  proud  to  witness  our  people  as  they  created  the  State  of  Israel  and 
protected  its  very  existence  time  and  time  again.  While  my  father  loved  America  and  was 
forever  grateful  for  the  opportunities  he  found  here,  he  knew  that  Jewish  refugees  like  him  would 
always  find  an  outstretched  arm  and  a  home  in  the  State  of  Israel. 


They  say  necessity  is  the  mother  of  invention  and  the  State  of  Israel  is  a  perfect  example.  The 
Jewish  people  turned  a  land  of  desert  and  swamps  into  a  thriving,  fertile,  and  blossoming  land 
on  the  cutting  edge  of  technology.  The  need  to  fight  and  survive  made  the  Jewish  people  tough 
as  individuals  and  united  as  a  group. 

Israel  has  been  at  the  forefront  of  innovation  and  entrepreneurship  despite  these  challenges  of 
geography,  size  and  diplomacy.  The  ever-churning  Israeli  mind  has  brought  us  drip  irrigation, 
the  cherry  tomato,  and  the  electric  car  grid,  it  has  been  the  home  to  Waze,  the  navigation  app, 
OrCam,  a  startup  that  has  developed  technology  that  allows  the  blind  to  see,  and  Phinergy  is 
creating  car  batteries  that  triples  the  mileage  for  electric  vehicles.

Recent  efforts  in  Poland  to  dictate  how  the  history  of  the  Holocaust  should  be  told  have  placed 
museums  in  the  crosshairs  of  historical  policy  and  the  politics  of  history.  The  uproar 
precipitated  by  efforts  in  Poland  to  legislate  what  can  and  cannot  be  said  about  the  Holocaust 
has  polarized  debates  and  lead  to  misunderstandings  and  historical  distortions.  As  institutions 
of  public  history  and  sites  of  informal  learning,  museums  can  play  a  vital  role  in  presenting 
difficult  histories  in  ways  that  are  authoritative,  without  being  authoritarian.  To  fulfill  that  role, 
museums  must  create  a  zone  of  trust.  They  must  be  a  place  where  difficult  historical  moments, 
among  the  darkest  in  a  country’s  history,  can  be  confronted  and  discussed.  They  must  model 
civil  discourse,  open  debate,  and  critical  approaches  to  history. 

These  issues  are  especially  relevant  this  year,  2018,  which  marks  the  100th  anniversary  of 
Poland’s  regained  independence,  the  75th  anniversary  of  the  Warsaw  Ghetto  Uprising,  and  the 
50th  anniversary  of  the  March  ’68  anti-Zionist  and  antisemitic  campaign,  which  led  to  the  last 
wave  of  Jewish  emigration  from  Poland.  How  are  museums  in  Poland  commemorating  these 
anniversaries  in  light  of  the  present  historical  moment?  What  stories  are  they  telling  and  how 
free  are  they  to  tell  them? 


Barbara  Kirshenblatt-Gimblett  will  explore  these  questions,  focusing  on  POLIN  Museum  of  the 
History  of  Polish  Jews,  in  Warsaw,  which  presents  the  thousand-year  history  of  Polish  Jews.

Barbara  Kirshenblatt-Gimblett  is  Chief  Curator  of  the  Core  Exhibition  at  POLIN 
Museum  of  the  History  of  Polish  Jews  in  Warsaw,  Poland  and  Advisor  to  the 
Museum’s  Director.  She  is  University  Professor  Emerita  and  Professor  Emerita  of 
Performance  Studies  at  New  York  University. 

She  was  honored  for  lifetime  achievement  by  the  Foundation  for  Jewish  Culture  and 
received  the  Yosl  Mlotek  Prize  for  Yiddish  and  Yiddish  Culture,  honorary  doctorates 
from  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  and  University  of  Haifa,  and  the  2015
